PRAISED BY GEORGE 


Accident Mars Two-Day 
Celebration Being Held 
at Blackshear.

BLACKSHEAR, Ga., Nov. 
(/).—Lauding President Roosevelt 
and the new deal policies, Senator 
Walter F. George was the principal 
speaker here today at a two-day com- 
munity celebration sponsored by’ 
Blackshear civic leaders. The senator 
was introduced by E. D. Rivers, 
speaker of the Georgia house of rep- 
resentatives. 

Exercises were interrupted when a 
platform collapsed as the crowd gath- 
ered to hear the speaking. Three 


youths were injured, one boy, Fell 
Murray, suffering a crushed leg and 
other hurts. The other two were in- 
jured only slightly. 

Senator George said . that while 
extraordinary conditions had made 
necessary some emergency measures 
which doubtless would pass with the 
emergency, other measures had laid 
the groundwork for permanent good. 

He said that the administration’s 
policy of handling surpluses of farm 
products was one plan out of which 
he believed’ permanent good would 
come. 


He said the elimination of surpluses 
through a “short range” plan even- 
tually would evolve itself into a “long 
range” plan. The senator said the ad- 
ministration recognized that some mis- 
takes had been made, and is anxious 
to make corrections and adjustments 
that will meet the problem perma- 
nently.

Jabesh Learns Inside Facts.

Uncle Ja- 
besh also told of another layman who 
earnestly desired the pastor’s removal, 
even asserting that the pastor was 
wrecking the church, Looking on the 
inside, Uncle Jabesh found out that 
the layman had been stealing church 
money for a year or two, and suc- 
ceeded in making that layman cough 
up more than a thousand dollars. So 
from that day on the guilty layman 
thought the pastor an unfit man to 
serve, and wrote the bishop a letter 
declaring that the pastor was com- 
pletely wrecking the church at’ that 
place. Uncle Jabesh now says he be- 
lieves similar situations might be dis- 
eovered behind the desire of many 
laymen who wish so ardently the re- 
moval of a pastor. 
Salary Short Just $378. 

One pastor comes to conference just 
$378 short in his salary. But his be- 
nevolent collections are all in full. 
That pastor is a married man with 
children, has a circuit of six churches, 
has preached 166 times this year, run 
his six protracted meetings, walked 
his circuit. His salary was set at $800 
for the year. It fell short $378. And 
there are many others in the confer- 
ence with similar experiences this 
year. Bishop Ainsworth is seeking 
some plan to equalize salaries during 
this conference session. 

Dr. C. O. Jones’ Work. 

During the past two years Dr. 


Charles O. Jones, a Methodist preach- 
er for 63 years, has been writing and 
publishing in the church press a his- 
tory of American Methodism. During 
recent months his labors have been 
in connection with Georgia Method- 
ism, Dr. Jones’ historical work has 
proven not only of deep and valuable 
interest, but of tremendous value in 
the assembling of Methodism’'s his- 
torical data.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


EFFICIENCY WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Professor, Tugwell fs re- 

ported now to be engaged in a strong constructive 
move to whip his army of rural resettlers into an efficient governmental 
unit. 

The first step is reported to have been taken very quietly a few days 
ago when he hired a New York designer to create a distinctive uniform 
for some sections of his force. 

This big first step was made so softly that the professor’s publicity 
system was not advised of it. Some head men in it professed amazement 
when the designer walked in to get the feel of headquarters for a few 
days in order that the new uniform creation might be something really 
outstanding. 


SABOTAGE An inner RRA commotion somewhat akin to a non- 
social revolution is supposed to have followed. Publicity 
men have no souls. They felt apparently that the professor’s purpose 
might be misunderstood. In fact, they counseled against the move so 
strongly that the matter now is momentarily in abeyance. 
At any rate, no announcement has been made. There is at least a 
vague possibility that none will be. In fact, the news might have been 
lost to the world entirely, if rival designers had not talked and permitted 


the word to spread to other inside quarters here. 
PINK PANTS If anything prevents the professor from going through 
with the plan, it will be nothing but the lack of imag- 
ination among government bureaucrats and rival jealousy. Inside some 
other government bureaus already the RRA inner commotion is known 
as “the pink pants mutiny.” These smart alecks are erroneously con- 
vinced such a shade will emerge after the designer gets the feel of the 
Walsh mansion. 

Worse are the unthinking enemies of Professor Tugwell who are 
more or less laughingly expecting a ‘red shirt brigade.” This is an 
equally preposterous dig, designed to defeat the project. If Tugwell 
wanted anything so obvious he would not have sent to New York for 
expert inspirations. 


PURPOSE His real friends lean toward an overall design. This would | 

be entirely in keeping with the nature of the work. It 

could be an unostentatious cerulean hue which would enable his field 

staff to be distinguished easily from the exceptionally poorly dressed 

farmers they are uplifting.

Most observers will agree that the professor will make a mistake if 
he limits the uniforming to a field force. They will demand that he in- 
clude his various bureau chiefs, clerks and stenographers, although a 
different uniform may be necessary for these.

SPONTANEITY Months ago, the New Deal publicity men received 
an inside order from the top requiring that all 
speeches made by officials be prepared in advance.

Governor Eccles, of Federal Reserve, addressed the American Bankers’ , 
Association. He gave out no speech in advance, spoke from notes. The 
reasons are supposed to have been two. He revised completely what he 
intended to say at the last minute, and he wanted no publicity. 
The results, however, were not satisfactory, and the incident is not 


likely to be repeated.

FAIR ENOUGH

the ancient, romantic sport of bull- 
fighting has its practical aspects no 
less disenchanting than those which 
disclose themselves to intimate stu- 
dents of the prize fighting industry 
in America. Bullfighting, with its 
splendor and rituals, royal patronage 
and noble literature, has many points 
of contact with the vulgar trade of 
churning human ears into c¢auliflow- 
ers and human beings into twitching, 
slobbering imbeciles with furious lefts 
and rights to the body. 

There are, for example, many in 

the bullfighting profession who per- 
form an office similar to that of a 
prize fight manager and sport writers 
specializing in the bullfight branch of 
journalism who are not above accept- 
ing a donation from the manager in 
return for a few words of praise next 
to pure reading matter. 
_Mr. Gene Tunney, in one of his 
literary confidences, whispered for all 
the world to hear that he had at one 
stage of his career prostituted two 
members of the press in New York 
to obtain the reputation which he 
had not earned within that sweat- 
and-bloodstained square of canvas 
which is classically known as the 
roped arena. But intimacy has long 
since destroyed one’s illusions about 
the romance and chivalry of the 
roped arena, so this was no shock. 


Bullfighting, however, 

eing a distant and 
thus a glamorous 
sport, seemed pure in 
heart, fine and altogether noble, ex- 
cept that there have been persistent 
objections among the fair-haired races 
to the brutality which is inflicted on 
the bull. 

As to the charge of brutality, how- 
ever, the Spaniards long ago formu- 
lated their answer. They have cited 
the case of the English or North 
American sportsman who goes out 
fishing for the small but courageous 
trout fish and, having snagged him by 
the lip with a barred hook, delights to 
torture him until the trout runs out 
of strength and fight and submits to 
capture. The trout fish is held in 
the highest respect because his cour- 
age compels him to fight against a 
human being who has more strength 
in one fist than the trout has in his 
whole body and who outweighs the 
trout by the ratio of 100 to 1 and 
up. If he were a cowardly fish—such 
as the German carp, for example—he 
would not be regarded as a sporting 
fish, and so he is hurt by those who 
admire him most in appreciation of 
that quality which they most admire 
in him. 

There also is the case of the fox 
hunt, a popular sport among the Eng- 
lish and a social diversion, if not ex- 
actly a sport, among the second gen- 
eration duces of American aristocracy 
along the Eastern seaboard. In the 
fox hunt a large party of lop-eared 
mutts with soprano voices are let 
loose to chase a small fox which has 
been kept in a cage and suddenly 
dumped out, kicked in the pants and 
told to get going a short while before 
the sport begins. 

Joining in the hunt are a great 
parcel of wealthy gents and ladies, 
many of them more than half:plaster- 
ed so early in the morning, having 
drunk thir breakfast as an antidote 
to the dinner which they finished 
drinking not so many hours before. 
These characters sit on large and ex- 
pensive horses bedecked in formal 
hunt costumes, and they emit queer 
cries not unlike the idiotic “skinny 
wow wow” of the University of IIli- 
nois at certain stages of the chase.

GIRL SLAYERS VERDICT 


Body in Complete Sympathy 
With Edith Maxwell; Favor 
Appeal of Case. 


NEW YORK, Norv. 22.—(UP)— 
Thirty-six women, members of the Mo- 
tion Picture Preview Committee, be- 
lieve that Edith Maxwell was con- 
victed unjustly. 

Mrs. William Dick Sporborg, chair- 
man of the committee, said tonight 
that the committeewomen unanimous- 
ly were in sympathy with the girl and 
believed she should appeal her case. 

“They felt that the father should 
have had psychiatric treatment,” Mrs. 
Sporborg said, “so that, whether 
drunk or sober, he would not apply 
corporal punishment to a 21-year-old 
girl, who, in the eyes of the law, has 
reached the status of full citizenship. 

“Women’s clubs and civic groups in 
Virginia might well look into this 
case. It is deplorable that a girl of 
this sort should receive such a sen- 
tence when men like Harry K,. Thaw 
go free. 

“This would appear to resemble 
many other verdicts which have grown 
out of a system of applying law in 
relation to local backgrounds and 
without sufficient consideration for 
the actual case involved. 

“The case illustrates a lack of un- 
derstanding in the home, which cre- 
ates anti-social conditions and tends 
to fill our jails with youthful crim- 
inals.”’ 

Lulu Vollmer, a playwright famil- 
iar with the southern mountaineers, 
believed an appeal should be made to 
the Governor. of Virginia to set aside 
the verdict, or to grant a pardon or 
parole.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—(#)}—Great 
Britain, standing firm ip a reply to- 
day to Italy’s recent protest against 
sanctions, said she accepted the ‘“‘con- 
sequences which must inevitably en- 
sue” from applying provisions of the 
League covenant. 

London sharply refused to reopen 
for discussion questions raised in the 
Italian note, dispatched separately to 
all sanctionist nations. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, foreign secretary, 
handed the reply to Dino Grandi, the 
Italian ambassador, at the foreign 
office. 

The note stated League organiza- 
tions had evidenced “constant anxiety” 
to “carry out their duties in a spirit 
of impartiality and coneede the ut- 
most possible weight to the legitimate 
interests of Italy. 

“His majesty’s government are so 
convinced of the accuracy of this es- 
timate of the work already performed 
by the League of Nations in connec- 
tion with the Italo-Ethiopian dispute 
that they feel no useful purpose would 
he served by reopening or recapitulat- 
ing a discussion of questions raised 
in the Italian note.” 

Italy had asked each country, 
effect. how far it intended to go in 
applying trade sanctions.

KNOWING ONE’S LIMITATIONS. 

Expert players usually are aggres- 
sive bidders, and properly so. They 
have confidence in their ability to 
get “every ounce” out of the cards 
in the play. In the event of bad ad- 
verse distribution the coups, squeezes, 
and psychological plays at their com- 
mand assume enormous value. Hence, 
only a brilliant «card player can af- 
ford to land in a precarious contract. 

Conversely, it is a wise player who, 
realizing his own “only average abil- 
ity” in the play of the dummy, is 
satisfied with safe contracts, leaving 
speculative slam bids to the experts 
and the dubs! 

The bidding on the hand shown 
below was nothing if not ambitious. 
But the splendid play of the declarer 
justified the faith in him that his 
partner, judging from his bidding, 
must have had.

He should 
have been well pleased with the situ- 
ation and hopeful of —— the 
contract, but certainly not sufficient- 
ly so to disclose his holding. Possi- 
bly the declarer would have used the 
same line of play had there been no 
double, but possibly not. 

The opening club lead was won by 
North’s ace. The ace of spades af- 
forded a discard for South’s losing 
club, and the spade queen was then 
led. East covered, South ruffed, and 
then cashed the club king. Now he 
led a diamond to dummy’s king and 
cashed the spade jack, discarding a 
diamond from his own hand. Next, 
a club was ruffed by South, and then 
a diamond by North, with the nine 
of trumps. Another club ruff short- 
ened the declarer’s trump suit to K 
Q 8 so that the situation stood: 


From this point the hand was a lay- 
down. The ace of diamonds was led 
and ruffed by dummy’s jack, and East 
was helpless. If he overruffed he 
would have to lead into South’s K Q 
8 from his own 10 5 2, and if he un- 
derruffed, a spade would be led (as 
actually happened) and ruffed with 
declarer’s eight. The ace of trumps 
was graciously conceded as the only 
trick to East-West.

After vivisecting 
their relationships according to the 
new scientific methods, he declares 
that two of the chief contributing 
causes toward successful marriage are 
a clear understanding of money mat- 
ters between the couple before they 
sign the contract; and congeniality. 


Almost half of the 300 couples he 


tagged “happy” testified that they 
came out of homes where their par- 
ents had made a go of their mar- 
riages. Thus he concludes that hap- 


py marriage is_ inheritable, that 
young people who have seen their 
fathers and mothers dwelling in an 
earthly Eden naturaly assume that 
they shall have the same experience. 
They understand that matrimony is 
a give and take proposition and they 
are prepared to give and take. It 
stands to reason, too, that in-laws 
who are themselves happy would be 
less likely to make trouble for their 
married children, in the in-law re- 
lationships. 


So here are the tips for the modern 
young people. If you want to have 
clicking marriages pick partners that 
have come from happy homes. Thresh 
out the money problemg before mar- 
riage and be sure that you found a 
mate with whom you can have a good 
time doing things and going places. 
If by any chance you fall in love with 
one whose parents couldn’t steer the 
matrimonial ship safely to harbor. live 
by Plutarch’s ‘“Adivce to Married 
Couples” and you will be happy ever 
afterward.
